HIGHLAND L QIT, Mass., Sent. 14.—"'he 


Italian bark Monte Tahor, from Trapani 
for Boston with a cargo of salt was com- 
pletely wrecked on Peaked Hill bar at 
midnight last night. 


Captain Dellacassa, probably to escape 


drowning, committed suicide by shooting 
himself. The mate followed his example 
of self destruction and killed himself witii 
a razor. 


Four of the crew of ten ware swept 


overboard. 
The remaining six reached 


the shore on the vessels' deckhouse of 
which the largest portion was left after 
the bark sank. The saQers are all for- 
eigners and speak very little English. 
Only meagre details are obtainable at 
present. 


The body of the mate was washed 


ashore this morning off Race Point. Tbe 
shore is strewn with wreckage. Life sav- 
ers are patroling the shore on the lookout 
for more bodies. 


Two more bodies of seamen were 


picked up this noon. One had a big gash 
in the throat similar to that which marked 
tbe corpse of the mate. 
The wound is 


unaccounted for.

The Njttcrf of the Heavens. 


Look through a telescope at some tiny

off Dobftfe—a mass of whirling gases ' ie 
light of -which has taken, say, 10,000 years 
to get here. We see what tho nebula wns 
like In prehistoric agea It may since then 
have loshened in stee and changed in shane. 
It may now wear a very different aspect, 
and men looking from earth 10,000 yer-s 
hence will be able to aee what that nebula 
was like in ourdoys. All these things hc'p 
us to understand what the immensity <•! 
tho stellar system is—and yet more, to 
imagine dimly what the measureless ex- 
tent of all creation must be if many such 
star sycteus Boat side by side throughout 
the vast domains ot space.—Chambers'

The 
diminution i the number .of mosquitoes 
was eacily noticeable, and now the pent 
lias been almost gotten rid ot"—New 
York Tribune.

Now 
silver thimbles are possible for almost 
every one, and as celluloid also is used 
for thimbles the brass ones, which 
brought BO much raftering in the way 
of sore fingers, are rapidly passing, out 
of existence. 


In this day, when collections are the 


fad of the times, it would seem that a 
collection of thimbles would be most 
interesting. 
Fashions have changed 


very little, bet the shapes are by no 
means identical, and what are known 
as tailors' thimbles and have no tops 
were at one time made of gold or silver 
and even studded with jewels. Tiny 
pearls on gold thimbles is a favorite 
fashion, albeit a very perishable ono, 
for such Email atones can never be set 
sufficiently deep to make them quite se- 
cure, besides pearls and turquoises be- 
come discolored very quickly when 
constant use.

exceedingly clumsy and do not look as 
though they could have been very com- 
fortable. There is one use to which 
thimbles have been put which is not 
generally known, aud that is to make 
the ends of the angers taper, and in tbe 
stern days of long ago many a young 
girl was forced to Llcep with each finger 
securely fixed in a tightly fitting thim- 
ble of Bilveror gold. The remedy is said 
to hove been efficacious.—Philadelphia 
Press.

Greylock Entered Saturday 


Night. 


REMOVED A PANE OF GLASS. 


About Forty Dollars Worth ot Goods 


Taken. TheCanh Drawer Ripped Out 


and Found on the Railroad Track. 


Probably the Work of Tramps. 


The store of S. P. Galvin & Co. at Grey- 


lock was entered by burglars Siturday 
night. The fact was discovered Sunday a 
little before noon and word was at once 
sent to the police station. Chief Kendall 
and Officer Dineen went to Greylock and 
mode an investigation. It wax iound that 
entrance to tbe store had been effected by 
removing a pane of glass 10 by 25 from n 
rear window. The burglars took n lot of 
pocket knives, a pair of shoes, a quantity 
of cigars and a lot of cuff buttons, pins, 
etc. The cosh drawer was pried from its 
place in the desk and taken away with 
its contents, which included the cash 
book and f 4 or $5 in pennies. The value 
of the articles taken, as nearly as could 
be estimated, was between $39 and Jtt, 
but it is possible the loss was considerably 
more, as from a general store it is easy t > 
take things which are not missed at once. 


The officers were unable to get any 


definite clew, but the-e were several 
things which indicated that the burglary 
might have been the work of tramps.

Fitohburg railroad pick, minus the 
handle, was found in the store. It haJ 
been used in prying open the money 
drawer. There was also found a piece of 
an old caseknife with an extemporized 
paper handle, about the kiiu'. of an arti- 
cle that is frequently found in tbe pos- 
session of a tramp. Another fact which 
strengthens the tramp theory is that tbe 
cash drawer was found on the railroad 
track about 100 yards oaet of the Qrey- 
look depot, and near by was the cash 
book.

Weak Point Is ni« Inability 


to ProTe HU Statements. 


In his speech before the Democratic 


sound money convention at Syracuse 
Mr. Daniel G. Grifflu handled Bryan 
without gloves. The following are some 
of his best hits: 


The exactions of the capitalists to 


which the farmer is subjected under our 
present monetary systems are a thonio 
in which Mr. Bryan especially revels, 
and to remedy which he proposes to 
.wakeu all the slumbering passions of 
mankind. So far as the farmer has a 
grievance—and his lot jg a hard one— 
he is entitled to the relief and to the 
sympathy of his fellow workers. But in, 
seeking a remedy let him be careful ho 
does not pnrsue a phantom and bring 
down on his own head worse ills than 
he now suffers. 
It can be readily veri- 


fied by a consultation of authentic sta- 
tistics that there never was a time un- 
der the free coinage of silver when the 
fanner wa* hot compelled to pay an 
average rate of interest on farm mort- 
gages at least 40 per cent higher than 
the average rate on eimilar securities 
during the past flvo years, ami, further- 
more, that the fall in the rate of inter- 
est on farm mortgages since we demon- 
etized silver has kept pace with tho fall 
in the price of agricultural products in 
the meantime, if any fair allowance is 
made for the enormous growth of agri- 
cnltnral areas under the impetus of rail- 
road expansion and improved facilities 
for cnltiVMiott as compared with tho 
growth of population. 


He does not stop with this illustrative 


picture of tho misfortunes which have 
overtaken tho American citizen from 
the demonetization of silver, but draws 
another, equally illusive, of the corre- 
sponding profit of the English capital- 
ists resulting from our alleged folly and 
misttiko. But let us examine tho facts 
instead of relyiug on empty phrases. 
The average rate of interest in Great 
Britain from 18151 to 1870, three years 
before we ceased the free coinage of sil- 
ver, was 4.3 per cant, while tho|average 
rate from 1870 down to 1890 had fallen 
to B. 7 per cent, thus showing that if the 
demonetization of silver was the result 
of a conspiracy of capitalists tho penalty 
therefor has fallen as severely on them- 
selves tis on any one else. 


But in order to escape conviction for 


advocating repudiation tho 
chosen 


champion of the free coinage of silver 
te,lls us that uuder the magic of his 
eloquence and a recommendation by 
congress C7 cents' worth of silver is 
to advanoa to (1.29, that 18 ounces 
of silver instead of 31 ounces, as is 
the case now, are to become worth 
BQ ounce of gold, and finally that the 
silver dollar he proposes to coin with- 
out a governmental plsdgo for its re- 
demption or even a promise to maintain 
its parity in-always, nevertheless, to 
be worth as much as a gold dollar. But 
he left the state before he told ns how 
that kind of a silver dollar can be ob- 
tained any 'more easily than the pres- 
ent gold dollar. All the farmers who 
think they can ma^e more cheese by 
patting water in the milk are anxiously 
awaiting his return and explanation. 


Why, 
there is hardly a lightning rod or 


Hungarian oatsfield in Dutchess coun- 
ty which H not a mnte witness of the 
folly of trustfulness in that kind of 
financiering. 
Whoever beard of a con-

PFEIFER'S TRIUMPH. 


Pfeifer was a sergeant of marines, a 


fine, big, eoldierly fellow, with a long, 
tawny mostaohe and wide open bine 
eyes that gave bis stolid German face a 
(rank, honeet look, indicative of his 
character. It was in his service in the 
German array, before he left the father- 
land* for a new home in the "land of 
the free," that hid broad, sturdy shoal- 
den were "set up" in inch soldierly 
fashion. He was a sergeant in the em- 
peror's army, and afterward, when he 
came out to America and enlisted in 
the navy, he found service as a Jaoky 
rather distasteful. The brief authority 
he had had M a sergeant had unfitted 
him a little for life in the ranks again, 
and although he was a good seaman 
and a faithfnlJaokyhe grum'oled under 
his breath once in awhile because the 
chance of advancement was so small 
and promotion so slow. 


So, when his term was up, Pfeifer did 


not re-enlist But he found after a little 
tl.at he could not keep out of the serv- 
ice, and so he held up his hnud beside 
his bore bead and swore again to uphold 
the constitution and the government of 
the United States, but this time it was 
•8 a member of the marine corps, "a j 
bloomin, jolly soldier and sailor too."*' 


In the marine corps Pfeifer found 


that his service in the other two arms 
helped hi& very much. He was as 
steady as he was stolid, and as faithful 
as both. He kuew the regulations back- 
ward, and all the requirements aud du- 
ties of every man and officer in the 
corps. So when his rapid promotion 
landed him as a sergeant, he slid into 
the routine of his duties is easily and 
as smoothly as a seal Blips off a basking 
•oek into the sea. 
After awhile Pt'eifer 


got an assignment to duty whioh made 
him very happy. 
Ha. was detailed to 


command a detachment of marines on a 
United States warship r.nder orderi to 
ratrol the Bering sea on the lookout foi 
sea', poachers. 


There are no gujwrflnoug officers in 


the marine corps, and it sometimes hap- 
pens that a sergeant has command of a 
small detachment on such duty. Pfeifer 
was delighted, and the men in his com- 
mand were pat through their drills and 
work with a thorough exactness which 
surprised some of them and made them 
a little inclined to grumble. The ser- 
geant was a strict disciplinarian, and 
the men felt it, but he was not a marti- 
net and he was enthusiastic for the serv- 
ice, and so the men settled down in the 
consciousness that Pfeifer was all right 


The warship went on her cruise and 


came bark again, and Pfeifer's men 
were the pride of his heart. In not the 
smallest detail had the regulations suf- 
fered by their notion, and the sergeant 
was happy as he contemplated the report 
he would make to his commanding offi- 
cer. Then the warship was ordered to 
the Mare island navy yard for extensive 
repairs. 


Now, 
there U a time honored and 


glorious custom of saluting the flag 
when a ship goes out of commission, in 
which the marines who have seen serv- 
ice .on her take the largest part The 
officers and the crew go ashore, all but 
one Jacky. Then the marines are drawn 
up on thtrquarter deck, facing the flag 
which flutters from the staff at the taff- 
rail. The solitary Jacky throws his cap 
on the deck and stands bareheaded with 
his hand on the-flag halyards, ready at 
the. word of command to haul down the 
starry symbol of the nation's life and 
power. As the .Tacky goes at his work 
and the flag begins to sink, the officer 
in command of the marines shouts: 


"Present arms!" 
Up go the guns with a rattle and a 


snap, and nutil the single Jacky has 
gathered the glorious flag in his arms to 
keep it from touching the deck as lid 
hauls i£ down, every man Jack of the 
marine stands like a statue, with his 
eyes fixed on the stars and stripes and 
his rifle at salnte. 
Then the marines 


march away. Jacky folds up the flag 
and tucks it in its berth, and the ship 
is oat of commission, 


Pfeifer knew every detail of the proc- 


ess. He could almost have told before- 
hand the very deck plonjc on which ho 
would stand v>;hea ha gave the order to 
salifte the flag. He was all ready for the 
last order from tba captain, but when it 
came it nearly knocked hias down, for 
it \vaa not the crder he had expected. 
And, worse than that, it was not the 
proper order... Thl captain commanded 
him to Uke his msn ashore, draw th«m 
up on the wharf ant* from that jjsition 
to salute the flag as it fluttered down 
f-T the last Hnie ou the warship. 


Pfeifer was absolute!;' astounded. 


For a ic'nnte almost he stood like a 
man stunned. Then an extraordinary 
tising happened. 
The stolid German 


servant, with whom obedience to orders 
was as natural and as necessary as the 
brca.j of life, broke every tenet and 
tradition of the regulations and pro- 
tested at the captain's order. All tho 
training of hi. /ears of service deserted 
him, and tba xan who, at his captain's 
command, would have stood his ground 
to ehe last gun Jtre end after that pre- 
setted arms '* death, replied when us 
foni.d &at captain bM»lang the glori- 
cuscuitom'of .years. It was to hiuc *.ise 
rovelat:an and the demonstration of the 
impossible. The whole elaborate fabric 
he had built out. of the tradition* of 
army, navy an:l marine service came 
tumbling about his ears. The ve*y f OTin- 
datlons of bttlief were shattered by the 
•ingle command whioh showed the s«r- 
geaot that a captain who did not know 
his duty wui, after all, a possibility. 
The color went ont oil Pfeifw's face, 
and he grew deathly pale. Then ho sa- 
luted and said: 


' 'But I beg your pardon, sir. It is not 


the regulation. I should salute from the 
quarter "deck." ( 


If he had received a blow in the face, 


the captain, mould not have been more 
surprised. It was a serious thing, in- 
deed, when Pfeifer protested at an or- 
der. But the sergeant's objection was 
well grounded. It recalled tie regula- 
tion to the captain, and ha knew his 
order was a mistake. Nevertheless it 
was his order and ha would not reverse 
it 
He hesitated an instant and then: 


"You heard the order," he said. 


"Obey it." 


They were standing on the main deck 


just outside the executive officer's of- 
fice. The executive was at his desk fin- 
ishing up tho lost of his work before 
going ashore. The window was open, 
and -he heard all that was said by the 


i captain and the sergeant. 
When he 


I heard the order repealed, the executive 


looked out of tho window. 
He saw 


Pfeifer standing, white faced and deter- 
mined, facing the angry captain. The 
| .sergeant breathed in quick, short gasps, 


and M the executive watched he lifted 
bis band again in salute and Mid: 


"The moment my men and I are 


ashore, sir, w» are no longer under your 
command. 
My superior officer then is 


the commandant of the marine bar- 
racks. If I go ashore, sir, I cannot obey 
your order to salnte the flag, for my 
duty then is to report at once to my 
commanding officer." 


The captain's face west Md »nd 


white, and he lost hia grip en his test- 
per. His voice rose to an angry shout, 
and he exclaimed: 


"Take your men ashore and salute 


the flag from the wharf." 


Without * word Pfeifer 
tainted, 


wheeled on his Seel and went away. 
Presently the bugle, summoned the ma- 
rinas to fall in. 
Pfeifer was at their 


head. Down the gangplank they march- 
ed, and on the wharf they formed up. 


"Right face!" shouted the sergeant. 
His well drilled men wheeled as one 


and stood facing tho marine barracks. 


"Forward, 
march," 
commanded 


Ffeifer, and off the marines of the war- 
ship swung to report to tne comman- 
dant of the barracks, leaving an amazed 
and angry Jacky standing by the hal- 
yards, with no one to salute tho flag its 
he hauled it down. 


The captain was furious. 
He h»d 


been defied by n sergeant of (he marines. 
and be meant to make Pfeifer smart for 
it, but h« dii not kuow that tho execu- 
tive had seen and heard it all. Pfeifer 
did. 


Pfeifet went to the marine barracki 


nnd njorted, but said never a word of 
the captain's order. (His men were not 
so silent, and the barracks hammed 
with the story. The men knew there 
would bo a reckoning, and they waited 
impatiectly for the result. 


The captain went to the admiral and 


told his story. The next morning Pfei- 
fer was summoned before the admiral 
There the captain confronted him 
Tha 


captain vras still angry. He knew doTii 
in the bottom of his heart that he had 
made a mistake, but he hoped to be able 
to force his complaint through by blus- 
ter, perhaps, if he couldn't make it ap- 
pear bad enough for Pfeifer by his nar- 
ration of the sergeant's refusal to obey 
his orders.

The Hungarian Crown. 


Tbe Hungarian crown, the royal 


headdress worn at their accession by all 
tha Austrian emperors, is the identical 
one made for Stephen and need by him 
at the time of his coronation, morn than 
800 years ago. It is of pure gold and 
weighs 9 marks and 6 ounce* (about 
14 pounds avoirdupois). It is adorned 
with 63 sappnires, 60 rabies, 1 emerald 
and 388 penris, but no diamonds, it be- 
ing a "otiou of the royal Stephen that 
diamonds were unlucky..

Havana. Sept. 14. — Reports from the 


enstrrn part of the island indicate that 
the situation is very bad for the Span- 
ish government. All the interior towns 
occupied by the Spanish troops are be- 
siegt-d by the insurgents. Gen. Li- 
narei. the Spanish commander of the 
eastern department, has telegraphed 
for reinforcements. He says that nn- 
less a strong force is seut him he will 
have to abandon the eastern part of 
the island. Gibara, in the province of 
Santiago de Cuba, has been besieged 
for some time, and at this date there 
»re leports that the insurgents have 
stormed the town and taken it. No 
new, from the eastern part of the isl- 
and is published. The censorship is 
more rigid than ever. La Discusion, a 
newspaper published in this city, was 
hea^ ily fined for publishing the fact 
that Quintm Bandera crossed the tro- 
cha. 


Bolondron Captured by Insurgent!. 
It is reported that Bolondron, in the 


province of Matanzas, was taken and 
burned by the insurgent on August 30. 
On the same day Batabano, in the 
pro^ ince of Havana, was attacked and 
considerable of the town was burned, 
bat the insurgents were obliged to re- 
tire beyond the .reach of the fire of the 
gunboats in the harbor. Batabano is 
the most strongly fortified of any of 
the towns. A stockade about twelve 
or foncteen feet hiph has been erected 
around the whole town. Outside of 
this stockade a ditch has been dug- 
about twelve feet wide and three feet 
deep 
The dirt from this ditch has 


been thrown np against the stockade. 
A small stream that heretofore ran 
through the town has been turned into 
this ditch. The woods and trees have 
all been cut away from the town for a 
half mile back. 


Conrsnti a* Military Hotpltala, 


Gen. Weyler has published an order 


closing all the Hchools until November 
next. The public do not expect that 
the schools will be opened in Novem- 
ber. It is supposed that the schools 
will remain closed until the war is 
over. Belen, the Jesuit college, and 
the University of the City of Havana 
are closed with the rest. It is said 
that these two institutions will be 
transformed into military hospitals. 
The sugar warehouses 
at 
Begia, 


across the bay from Havana, have 
been taken 
for military hospitals. 


Wej ler has directed that the Benc* 
ficeucia and the convents of Santa 
Clara and Santa Catalina shall be de- 
voted to the same purpose. These 
buildings are private property, belong- 
ing to the Sisters of Charity. The 
Beneficencia is a large asylum for the 
benefit of the poor. Its occupants are 
principally orphans. 
There are a few 


old people in the institution. The 
nuns say that the girls in the Bene- 
ficencia they will take with them to 
the convent of Santa Clara, but that 
they will not give up either the con- 
vent of Santa Clara or Santa Catalina 
until they are driven out by the bayo- 
nets of the troops. 


WtTlor Hat 20.OOO Sick Soldier*. 


The nuns of these two convents be- 


long to the Franciscan order. The 
general inspector happens to be here 
at present. He went to the palace and 
had a very heated argument with Pal- 
mai ola. He told the officials that they 
were not Catholics, and that the Catho- 
lic church does not recognize their au- 
thority. Afterward the "bishop went 
to Weyler to protest against the gov- 
ernment taking the convents for mili- 
tary purposes Weyler told the bishop 
that if he had any more interference 
with his orders he would transport the 
bishop. It is now reported that the 
bishop intends to leave for Spain. Af- 
ter this interview with the bishop, 
Weyler said, in the "presence of a num- 
ber of persons, that he had 20,000 sick 
soldiers scattered all over the country, 
having no other shelter than the 
stoops or verandas of village houses, 
exposed to inclement weather day and 
night. Six thousand sick soldiers were 
reported in the hospitals of the city on 
Bept. 8, and they are constantly being 
brought in. The mortality among the 
troops is increasing at a great rate. 
The troops now are suffering princi- 
pally from yellow fever, smallpox in- 
termittent fever and dysentery. Gen. 
Weyler now says that he will take per- 
sonal command of the 40,0ro men that 
are being sent here and sweep the 
Vueta Abajo.

lision occurred about twelve miles 
west-southwest rom Vineyard sound 
lightship during foggy weather.

Chester, Pa., Sept. 14.—The Delaware 


Oil works, near here, owned by Hiram 
E. Lutz of Philadelphia, were destroyed 
by fire yesterday, involving a loss esti- 
mated at over $100,000. The plant will 
be rebuilt. The fire originated in the 
shipping sheds and spread rapidiy over 
the works. The flames destroyed in 
addition to the buildings 6,500 barrels 
of oil, 500 barrels of paraffine wax, two 
ten-ton ice machines, six tanks of 500 
barrels capacity each and which were 
filled with oil, and engines, boilers, 
dynamos and other machinery. 


Dewry's Opinion of the Cr«!»er Brooklyn. 


Washington, Sept. 14.—Commodore 


Dewey, president of the cruiser Brook- 
lyn's trial board, has practically com- 
pleted his report and will deliver it to 
the navy department in a. few days. 
The commodore says the Brooklyn un- 
derwent a test which probably has 
never been equalled by a warship in 
the world, and in his opinion she is 
finer than any vessel of her class afloat. 
The delay in making the report has 
been due to the precaution of taking 
the engines a part after the trial.
